Chairman's Remarks 


Prof. Hamblin, Acting Chairman for this meeting reported that 
Dean Swamy is in India as a member of a Concordia delegation to 
promote academic exchanges with six Indian universities. 


Undergraduate Regulations 


After some discussion of the first part of Doc. ECFC 88-6-1, the 
following motion was adopted unanimously: 


ECFC recommends that students registered in the Certificate in 
Quality Control be subject to the same regulations as those in the 
Bachelor of Engineering degree programme. 


The second part of Doc. ECFC 88-6-1 was then discussed and 
the following motion was adopted unanimously: 


ECFC recommends that reference to a maximum number of 
failures permitted be deleted from the definitions of Acceptable 
and Conditional Standings for those programmes offered by the 
Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science having their 
academic regulations specified in terms of a grade point average. 


Graduate Curriculum Changes 


The curriculum changes recommended by the Graduate Studies 
committee are given in Doc. ECFC 88-6-2. 


After some minor corrections, Council unanimously adopted a 
motion to recommend to the Board of Graduate Studies and 
Senate the course changes described in Section 1 of Doc. ECFC 
88-6-2. 


After a similar review of Section 2, Council unanimously adopted 
a motion recommending to the Board of Graduate Studies and 
Senate the approval of the new graduate courses described in 
Section 2 of Doc. ECFC 88-6-2. 


The discussion having revealed that some courses appearing in 
the Graduate Calendar have not been offered in recent years, 
Council adopted, by a vote of 22 in favour, none opposed and one 
abstention, a resolution stipulating: 


THAT Council instructs ECGSC to review the graduate 
curriculum in the light of the list of courses which were offered 
in the last five years.

Composition of ECFC 


Document ECFC 88-6-3 proposes various changes to update the 
statement of composition of the Engineering and Computer 
Science Faculty Council. These changes do not modify the 
composition of the Council. After a short discussion, council 
unanimously adopted a motion proposing that: 


Council recommends that Senate recommend to the Board of 
Governors that the statement for the composition of the Council 
of the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science be amended 
as proposed in Document ECFC 88-6-3. 


Document ECFC 88-6-4, proposing the addition of two faculty 
members from outside the Faculty, was then discussed. 


Questions were asked relative to the presence of faculty 
members from this Faculty on the Councils of other Faculties and 
their voting rights, and also about the composition of the 
Councils of all four Faculties. Not all of this information was 
readily available and there was a motion proposing that: 


The proposition contained in Document 88-6-4 be tabled and 
referred, with additional information, to the departments of the 
Faculty to prepare recommendations for its Executive 
Committee.
